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From the London Papers, November 20.’ 
Conftantinople, OF. 1. 
HE 21it of lat month the Grand 
Seignior iffued an edict, exprefly en- 
joining the Cadi or Judge of Gala- 
tha, to take an exaét account of the 
names, qualities, and faculties of all 
ftrangers, who, as Franks or Chri- 
flians, inhabit the faid fuburb. and places con- 
tiguous, as alfo the feveral villages and hamlets 
fituated along the canal of Galatha down to the 
Black Sea; and likewife to produce a correct lift 
of all fuch of the faid Franks or Chriftians that 
have contraéted marriages with women or mai- 
dens, born fubje&s of the Sublime Port. We do 
not yet well know what has induced the Sultan 
to give fuch orders: ‘Fhe Minifters of the Chri- 
ftian Powers liave already made reprefentations 
againit this edict. 

Petersburgh, Off. 18. Peace is looked upon 
here as an event by no means near at hand, the 
Emprefs having iflued an ordinance, which en- 
joins the raifing the 128th man in all the provinces 
which ufually furnifh recruits. By this means 
45.000 men will be raifed, exclufive of what 
may be further levied upon occafion, in Eftonia, 
Finland, Livonia, the Ukraine, and the vaft diftri& 
of Siberia, which countries are not comprifed in 
the prefent ordinance. We may judge from this 
of the extent, and in a manner inexhauftible 
refources of this empire. The recruits above 
mentioned, together with zooo men belonging 
to our garrifon, will be fent to reinforce Field- 
marfhal Count de Soltikoff, whofe orders are, to 
exert, as much as poflible, his military operations 
ducing the winter, and begin them again early in 
the fpring. 

Baron de Wolfe, Refident and Conful-general, 
from England, died here the 6ch inftant, in the 
64th year of his age, univerfally regretted on ac- 
count of his great benevolence.

His Maje- 
Ry foon ‘after his landing gave feveral marks of 
his grace and favour; and yefterday, Te Deum 
was lickly fang'in the moft folemn manner, 
and the ci ifiuminaved for three nights fucceffive- 
ly. Barcelona ischarmed with our new Sovereign, 
his ftay there during four days gave them an op- 
portunity of knowing his excellent good qualities, 
as well as experiencing his benevolence. The 
King vifired and infpected the fortifications, and 
paid'a particular regard to the oe de las Mi- 
nas, Vice Roy of that province. It is faid, that 
in aconterence his Majefty had with that General, 
he asked him, whether there were many troops in 
Catalonia ; to which the Marquis anfwered, there 
were very few, but that thofe few were very good;

The laft letters from the 
camp before Munfter fay, that Gen. Imhoff has 
begun the fiegs of that place, and that the garri- 
fon made a fally a few days ago, but were driven 
back into the tcown by the Englifh troops, with 
confiderable lofs. A new train of artillery came 
to the camp on the sth inft. together with 400 
waggons with ammunition. The hereditary Prince 
of Brunfwick and the Count de Buckebourg, are 
already arrived to affitt in the fiege. 

Parts, Nov. 2, M. Caftanier, the oldeft direc- 
tor of the Eaft India Company, died lately pof- 
fefled of upwards of fifty-three millions in fpe- 
cie, [upwards of 1,791,000L fterling] befides an 
hundred Lordfhips in land; the whole of which 
he has left to his nephews the fame name.

* mediately in a publick manner.” 

We learn from Turin, by the way of Paris, 
thar thé King of Sardinian has an army on foot 
of 40,000 chofen troops, and that they are hard 
at work orithe port of Nice, which, when finifh- 
ed, will be one of the fineft in Europe.
